, 'lilience should remain as the most damning record of the America 

• c, of the early twentieth cantury. At the end of the work the com- 
î-îjiwpîlei' has seen fit to append a glossary for foreign students in 
. which the American slang involved in the book is elucidated for 
. ,: the bencfi'i of such reader.* of tjie volume as will be found in 
fjv Europe — whei-c many of our words come as an entirely new- 

' language io those who speak the English tongue. 

j J Hence Mr. Mencken has found it necessary to define "co-ed" 
inasmuch as it is a word which is probably not understood abroad. 
The term, we mu?i grant, i? rallier an ugly one; it savours too 
much of the idea that women are merely tolerated in our colleges 
—that they have become adjuncts to them like our Rooter's Clubs, 
athletic fixtures, and societies of enthusiasm. A woman regi.siered 
at a university on this continent is not a student — no, she is a 
"co-ed," slje is merely being placed alongside men students and 
, ÎS "co-educaTcd" with them. 

But wliat concci-ns us even more than the actual word is Mr. 
Mencken's definition of it. Mr. Mencken, it must be remembered; 

• Avrites for a "civilised minority." His voice comes booming out in 
tJiat dark desert which lies to the south of us. It is a destructive 
voice and it brings with it an ability to write and convince, to 
argue with a dazzling wit and a command of the American 
Language which few on this continent possess. Much that Jlr. 
Mencken says is true : the unpopular viewpoints which he gener- 
ally takes àre in nine cases out of ten the right viev.-points. For 

: 'once, however .he has erred, we must admit, in his definition of 
the "co-ed."' The unfortunate thing is that the majority- in this 
■ case will agree with him and will maintain even as' does one of 
our own popular professors that the woman student may come 
to college with .study apparently as her aim, but that she will 
always have her eye on marriage and wHl lay her plans, 
plccordingly. 

Co-education has come to be recognized as a vital force in 
ouj" system of education and the educated woman in society to- 
jclay occupies a most significant position. Women in our real co- 
Aeducational institutions are actively working v.-ith the men 
- /sttïaéhts in all aspects of the college life. During their college 
: career thej- turn in large numbers to the study of literature and 
languages and in the world of letto's today they are, thus, ever 
. gaining proniinent positions by dint of their literary brilliance 
and their ability to create works of true artistic merit. Since 
woman v,-on for hei'self some liberty, threw off to some extent 
her dependence upon man there has been this definite progress. 
And today with more women than e\'ci* before economically in- 
^dependeiii thit^. greatly to be desii-ed state of equality between 
p -man and woman is becoming a less rare phenomenon. 
f So it is with the woman student. In college, enjoying an 
equail status with ihe men, she pursues her studies and is able 
to go out into life just as prepared as the men ai'e to begin the 
struggle for existence. Why a woman at college today should 
•^^^'oher eye on man-iage any more than a man we çan not 
'^oncèiyfir—iinû as a matter of fact there is no justifiable reason 
iorfithinking it. 

^' At McGill the 8y.stem of co-education is, it must be granted, 
;Somewhat reactionary. We have on a previou.s occasion pointed 
.fi\xt in this column that we only meet the students of the R. V. C, 
■ in the lecture hall and on the ball room floor. There is, however, 
no intellectual contact as fai" as :iuy of the othei- activities ai-e 
:Concei-ned. But even with such a system eiyisting we would find 
.on a general survey here that as students the women are as keen 
.ifig^l^, ;if not keener, than the men. It is interesting to note that the 
^arge first year English class in almost invariably led by a 
^oman student. The "co-ed"- here and elsewhere is as interested — 
^^if-npt more intei'csted than the male .student in acquiring learning 
''^|an^ '.if y/e are to take Mr. Mencken seriously we must admit that

Me proceeded to .^ivc a descrip- 
tion of the city of Bath as it wa.i 
during the time of Sheridan. 

"It was hero that ho managed lo 
talk 'his way into the beet of society 
because of his ingratiating manner," 
t' e spealier said. "Ho thought It was 
far belter lo be like cverj-body e!se 
but to do whatever he did biîtter than 
anyone else. Hi» personality vim of 
the 'front-page' type and his doings 
were of interest to cvcryibody. Tho 
averate person Hvt just where he is 
breathing, but Sheridan lives the world 
over wherever people through the ages 
gather and read his works." 

Sherldon had a striking way of doing 
Ujlngs v.'hleh attracted universal In- 
tCT«'!t. His maiTl^cr. iv^is of utmctt 
Importa-nce for it was on its account 
that "ii.e Rivals" was written. 
Ellïabeth Linley wa« the most heaull- 
ful woman In Engjand .ind she was 
pursued by Sheridan's mnin fanioiia 
enemies. One of her lorers was 
Captain Mntihews, a dashing gajntolcr 
and it was to rescue her from iI.Ih 
men that Sheridan nrrangcd an 
elaborate and properly chaperoned 
elopement . 

"They p,|I weni lo l.ondon and look n 
boat B.cross the chnnnfl lo France — 
This was thij eighteenth century nnd 
they did not swim the channel In 
those days," Dr. Ifnirilliun said. The 
J'Vench peop'e coiind nui iindnsinnd tli's 
elopement. Sheridan procc-ediid lo niiin'y 
the noted singer. Subseriuuniy his 
wife's father recogni».ed the marilBiï(. 
and they wore taken up by the best 
society. Because of the ideas of the 
time .SI.eridan asked his wlf« lo give 
up her career as a musician. He. (hen 
•I'hougbt that ii was lime lo s(Hfl 
earning » living for himself and his 
wife ;ind ilic besi way in miikt- n Inl 
of money si oiicj> he saw was by p'ay 
writing, lie il.eip had only to n.pp|^ 
his usual lorniuin — to do things hell or 
IhflJi everybody e'se.
